tunnel beneath, further extending the 
flood through the ancient streets, par­ 
ticularly in the Rue Jacob and around 
the institute of France. 
Many sewers 
burst in the twelfth anondissement, 
one of the biggest in Paris, the whole 
of which is now submerged and has 
been plunged into darkness on 
count of the breaking

most overshadows the present peril ot 
destruction by flood. 
A commission 
of doctors has been summoned to per­ 
fect plans to avert what tin y fear will 
he an epidemic of plague when the 
waters subside.

out graveyards. 
Countless dead cat 
tie have been swept along in the cur­ 
rent and the great sewerage systems 
arc dammed. 
This dreadful burden

ground passages which underly Paris 
subways, sewers, catacombs, etc.

have a dread accounting to make. 
City May Sink Through Crust, 
Paris is afloat on a raft com posed 
of a thin earthen crust.

ute the city may sink to the bottom 
of the waters which sustain it.

citizens to cease pumping water from 
the flooded cellars and underground 
caverns. 
W hat calam ity confronts tin- 
city when the water subsides of its 
own volition can only be conjectured 
Paris is a beleaguered city. 
The valley ot the Seine now pro 
sents a terrifying spectacle.

the city the river has burst its bank 
for a space ol 25 miles, leaving noth­ 
ing to mark the course of the current 
but a boiling tide in the midst of 
sea of backwater.
